The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/574,593 on 
October 31, 2008.

Claims 32, 43 and 5 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the transmission as claimed, and particularly wherein if a rotation 
speed difference occurs between the output shafts, a first variable speed-difference-changing 
torque is applied by the active connection to the first and second planetary gear sets for varying a 
degree of distribution of the drive torque, between the first and the second output shafts between 
an upper limit and a lower limit value by an adjustment of a transmission ratio of a continuously 
variable ratio device, and including the remaining structures of claims 32, 43, and 51, 
respectively.
